LABOR-USES POWER OF TRUSTS. 


Prof. Clark Says It Sometimes Forces 
Higher Wages at Cost of Em- 
ployers’ Business. 


The trades union makes use of the 
monopolistic power of the trusts to force up 
Wages and to charge the increase to the 
public. The interest of the public in labor 
organizations is due to the existence of 
trusts.“ 

This was the phase of the industrial prob- 
lem presented yesterday afternoon by Prof. 
John Bates Clark at the University of Chi- 
cago. He said that when labor demanded 
from the individual producer an increase 
of wages which his business would not war- 
rant, it could not be allowed. When, how- 
ever, labor insisted on an increase from a 
trust, the demand could be granted because 
the trust, by the use of its monopolistic 
power, could force up prices high enough to 
cover the advance. 

The trust,“ said Prof. Clark, makes use 
of the monopolistic power of the trades union 
to raise the scale of wages in other mills and 
thus to crush out competition. I have per- 
sonal knowledge of an American trust, 
which, to cripple competing mills, voluntarily 
raised wages W percent. The union prompt- 
ly forced a similar increase in the other 
mills, and they were forced to run ata se- 
vere loss. The trust itself did not lose, be- 
cause, shortly after the new scale was 
adopted, its mills were shut down for a time, 
as a large reserve stock was on hand.“

This has held good in all subsequent events 
until last Monday. Reliance’s performance 
then was 3:09:53. Today’s time cuts this high 
mark by 5 minutes 26 seconds. 

It was a glorious contest from start to 
finish and Reliance beat Constitution by 
5 minutes 30 seconds, elapsed time, and 
Columbia by 5 minutes 49 seconds. The lat- 
ter probably wins second place on time 
allowance. 


New Record Before the Wind. 

Reliance made its great gain in today’s 
race in running home. It sailed fifteen miles 
before the wind in 1:11:04. The best pre- 
vious performance down the wind was made 
by Columbia in one of the trial races in 1893. 
Columbig’s time was 1:14:00. This time is 
faster than most steamboats make. 

The other boats were also in record break- 
ing form. Constitution today came in with- 
in four seconds of Reliance’s time on Mon- 
day, and Columbia, the old defender, was 
but twenty-three seconds behind it.

THREE DENOMINATIONS ADOPT 
PLATFORM AT PITTSBURG. 


Joint Committee of Congregational, 
Methodist Protestant, and United 
Brethren Denominations Come to an 
Agreement—Address to Governing 
Bodies Will Be Sent Out to Individ- 
ual Congregations for Considera- 
tion. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 1.—The t commit- 
tee representing the Congregational, Meth- 
odist Protestant, and United Brethren 
churches, after an all day session, today 
came to an agreement on a platform for the 
union of the three denominations. 

An address to the governing bodies of the 
three churches was also adopted and both 
will be sent out at once for consideration. 


Plans for Amalgamation. 

The platform as adopted ts as follows: 

The basis of representation in the general 
council shall be one for every 5,000 members. 
The power of the general council shall be 
advisory, and any recommendations it may 
make shall be referred to the constituent 
bodies of the three denominations for ap- 

oval. 
aes committee of three from each of the gen- 
eral bodies represented shall be authorized 
to arrange for the time and place of the 
meeting of the first general council. At 
the first session of the general council a 
temporary organization shall. be effected by 
the election of a chairman and secretary, 
and the council ftself shall determine the 
officers it may need and the manner of per- 
manent organization it may prefer. 


Aim of Genera) Council. 

The purposes of the general council! shall 
be to present to the world some realization 
of that unity of believers desired among 
Christian churches; to promote a better 
knowledge and a closer fellowship among the 
Christian bodies thus uniting; to secure as 
far as possible the unification of kindred or- 
ganizations now existing in the several 
bodies; to consider methods by which in 
the state, annual, and district conferences 
the bodies may be brought into cobrdinate 
activity and organic unity; to prevent the un- 
necessary multiplication of the churches and 
to unite weak churches of the same neighbor- 
hood whenever practicable; and to unite and 
encourage the affiliation with the council of 
the Christian bodies cherishing a kindred 
faith and purpose. ; 

Congregations to Consider. 


Dr. Washington Gladden of the Congrega- 
tional church, chairman of the joint commit- 
tee, and Dr. W. M. Weekley of the United 
Brethren church, secretary of the joint com- 
mittee, were chosen as commissioners to 
present the matter to the governing bodies. 
These bodies do not meet until next year, but 
in the meantime the letter to the churches 
will be sent to every minister of the three 
denominations, that it may be laid before the 
congregations and considered deliberately.

Senator, in Address.at Bethel 
Church, Predicts Bright 
Future for Race. 


HE DEPLORES LYNCHING. 


a | Prophesies Time When Full Po- 
litical Recognition Will Be 


Given in South.

“ Bducate your children, maintain your 
right see that the law is enforced, and there 
will be no doubt about the future welfare 
of the colored race,” said Senator A. J. 
Hopkins last night at Bethel African Meth- 
odist Episcopal church to an audience of 
colored people. 

The time will come when the negro will 
have the same politica! recognition in the 
south that the white man has in the north. 
Public sentiment will restore to him his 
rights.“ 

The senator was there, he said, that there 
might be no mistaking the position taken 
by him regarding the lynching of negroes. 
Speaking of the Belleville lynching he said: 

“I deeply regret the great disgrace to 
Illinois. I would feel it as deeply had the 
victim of the mob been a white man. It 
is the crime of violence that I deplore, and 
I hope and believe that Illinédie will remove 
the blot from its fair fame by punishing 
the guilty.” 

Finds Audience Responsive. 

It was a responsive audience. The speaker 
was frequently interrupted with such inter- 
jections as That's so,” Well said,” and 
by vigorous applause. Assistant State's At- 
torney F. L. Barnett spoke at the close, and 
once, when he was yividly describing a 
lynching in Colorado, a man in the audi- 
ence exclaimed, That's right; I was there 
myself.” 

Senator Hopkins was not sparing in his 
praise for the colored race and its achieve- 
ments along educational, literary, commer- 
cial, professional, and military lines in the 
forty years following the civil war.

Wo make our new arrangements with the 
colored people along about the holidays, and 
last Christmas no less than seventeen fam- 
ilies which I had helped to become inde- 
pendent no sooner found themselves with a 
mule and a little property paid for than they 
left the plantation and forced me to seek 
new tenants and go through the same long 
operation again. They were induced to leave 
and to go to work on a nearby plantation 
which had previously been worked by convict 
labor, now being withdrawn to the state 
cam 


ps. 
Little Gratitude for Help. 


“These negro tenants left without any 
effort on their part to examine into their 
new farms, and found when it was too late 
that they were expected to live in huts 
which would not keep out the rain and were. 
not supplied with any of the comforts to 
which they had been accustomed. They had 
a perfect right to go away, but they left the 
planter who had helped them to inde- 
pendence without the slightest compunction, 
and this is generally the result of almost 
every effort honestly made by humane 
planters for the betterment of the negro.’’ 

Mr. Stone echoed what I was told at 
Indianola as to the extraordinary conditions 
in the Yazoo delta growing out of the rapid 
developments of cotton production in that 
section. Cotton there will bring a half cent 
a pound more than in any other section, ex- 
cept Sea island, and it is generally known 
as “venders,” because it is the class of 
product which was formerly collected by 
small steamboats plying through the bends 


and bayous. 


** We have found such a great demand for 
labor in the delta that we have been forced 
to import negroes from Alabama and Geor- 
gia. As you are aware, those states impose 
a license tax of $500 or so in each county for 
emigration agents who seek to send negroes 
out of the state. Our tenants and fleld hands 
drift away from us, and the cotton area has 
been increased so largely that we have been 
forced to send to the nearby states and, to 
pay these excessive rates, by which Ala- 
bama and Georgia are ng to stop the 
drain upon their negro population.“ 


Blacks and Whites Ceasing to Mix. 

Discussing the subject merely from the 
point of view of his personal observation, in 
his own section of Mississippi, Mr. Stone 
corroborated what I was told all over the 
south, and even by well informed colored 
men here in Washington, that the amalgama- 
tion of the black and the white races is 
rapidly disappearing. . 

There was a vast amount of this amal- 
gamation,”’ he said, up to a dozen or twenty 
years ago. Since then there has been a 
decided change of sentiment on the part 
of southern white men. I know thet not 
so long ago it was not an uncommon thing 
to find an overseer or superintendent on a 
plantation who would have from one to half 
a dozen concubines. This practice has now 
practically been done away with. The 
planters will not permit their overseers to 
do such things, and the overseers: them- 
selves seldom offend in this regard, although 
they are placed in an extraordinary posi- 
tion, frequently being the only white person 
in a great mass of colored people. The mix- 
ture of the races is quite evidently dying out, 
at least for the present, and this increases 
the importance of the mulatto and renders 
it easter for them to assume actual leader- 
Ship.“ 

In response to my usual question as to what 
could be done at the present time either to 
solve the negro question or to render the 
friction between the races less acute, Mr. 
Stone said: 
Outcome Only Can Be Waited. 


“I do not see that there is anything to be 
done except to wait for time to solve the 
question. No ill tempered agitation, either 
by whites or negroes, will do the slightest 
good. I believe, however, that the people

Before leaving the negro used a 
knife on Mrs. Wentz, stabbing her repeat- 
edly, and she is now dying. 

A few hours later a negro appeared at the 
home of Mrs. Wilson. a widow, and forced 
her to prepare breakfast. He then robbed 
the house and as he was leaving picked up 
Mrs. Wilson's 18 months old child and carried 
it off. The mother pursued the negro until 
she fell exhausted. 

Lynch One, Beat Four Others.

New ‘York,’ July 1.—[Special.}—Marshall 
Field of Chicago, befors sailing for Burope 
today on the Oceanic, discussed the business 
outlook, especially in the west, from astand- 
point which is not entirely hopeful. 

“I should say,” said Mr. Field, that the 
word ‘ precarious is the one that would best 
fit the situation as i stands at p t. 
While I have no desire to discourage the 
public, I am afraid we have reached the top- 
most point of our great prosperity, and that, 
for a time at least, there will be need for 
the greatest care among busi men. 


Danger in Labor Circles. 


The chief danger to the great interests of 
the country lies in the attitude of organized 
labor. Strikes have been carried to such an 
extent that no one knows what to figure on. 
Contracts have been violated, strikes have 
been ordered on the most flimsy pretexts, 
and rules have been enforced that have 
caused serious embarrassment to capital. 
The result of this already is seen in the cur- 
tailing of expenses by the great railroad 
and other corporations. 

“ Andther menace is to our export trade. 
It follows that if you force wages beyond 
a certain point and shorten hours at the 
same time you run the risk of increasing the 
cost of production to a point where you. 
cannot compete in the markets of the world. 


Crop Situation in Doubt. 


“Another grave danger lies in the crop 
situation. It is impossible as yet even to 
hazard a guess as to what the production 
of the western farms will be. We hear all 
sorts of reports, but I am confident none 
of them can be relied upon, so many factors 
are to be considered. No doubt much dam- 
age has been done by floods and crops are 
backward because of the cool weather. 

“I hope and believe we will escape mis- 
fortune and be able to continue as we have, 
but I must repeat, the time has come for 
the exercise of the greatest conservatism. 
Labor leaders should recognize this, as well 
as business men, and call a halt on indis- 
criminate disturbances. If.they do this 
they will be acting not only in their own 
best interests, but for those of the general 
public as well. 


, Fear of the Trusts. 

Still another peril is in the lack ot con- 
fidence in some of the new industrial com- 
binations. When a great corporation like 
the shipbuilding trust is forced into the 
courts it causes investors to fight shy of 
others, and the result is bound to be a dis- 
turbance of financial conditions. This prob- 
ably will right itself, and in the end may bring 
about a healthier condition of affairs by 
weeding out combinations that are not on a 
firm basis. But in the meantime some one is 
bound to suffer and the public faith is sure 
to receive a shock that will have an in- 
definite effect.“

RABBIS FAIL 10 AGREE. 


SUNDAY SERVICE CAUSES CLASH 
AT CONFERENCE. 


Commission Criticised by President, 
Whe Accuses Members of Being 
‘Derelict in Duty in Not Answering 
Questions Specifically—Resents Re- 
buke and Attempts to Resign— 
Chairman Says No Attempt Is Made 

to Do Away with Sabbath. 


Detroit, Mich., July 1.—[Special.]}—The 
question of holding services in Jewish syna- 
gogues on Sundays created a storm in the 
central conference of American rabbis to- 
day. The matter came up when the report 
of the commission appointed at the last con- 
ference to consider the seven questions bear- 
ing on the Jewish Sabbath was read. The 
most important was whether holding serv- 
ices on Sunday in Jewish temples was 
schismatic, and would result in separation 
of reformed Jews from their brethern. 4

Attempts to Resign. 

Dr. Sonnenschein of Des Moines, one mem- 
ber of the commission, at once attempted 
to resign. A motion was made to postpone 
consideration of the Sabbath matter until 
the next conference. This was strongly op- 
posed, several of the rabbis declaring that 
it would stamp the conference as being too 
timorous to meet the question and settle it 
now. 

The report was finally referred back to the 
commission to report recommendations again 
Friday morning. 

Explains Cause of Trouble. 

After the session adjourned Dr. Silver- 
man, the president of the conference, said 
that the conference had been misrepresented 
on the Sabbath question, that the matter of 
substituting Sunday for the Jewish Sab- 
bath was not before the conference, and had 
never been. 

The question,” he said, “is simply 
whether or not the holding of services in 
Jewish temples on Sunday as an adjunct to 
the Sabbath services, where conditions made 
it impossible for many of the members of 
the congregation to attend services on Sat- 
urday, is a_schismatic act, that will cause 
a schism in the church.” 

The section of the commission’s report on 
Sunday services which provoked the heated 
discussion was in effect that wlile historical- 
ly they could not find any argument to de- 
clare a change from Sabbath to Sunday 
schismatic, they would prefer to relegate 
so important a question to any future au- 
thority properly constituted to decide it. 

The reading of the report was attended 
with scenes that bordered on the sensational 
at times. Sharp comments, criticisms, and 
decided objections followed the reading of 
each section, and several times Dr. Voor- 
sanger, the chairman of the commission, was 
interrupted by the critics of the report. 


Rabbi and Congregation. 

Before the Sabbath question was taken 
up Rabbi D. Philipson presented the report 
of the committee on “relation between 
rabbi and congregation.“ Rabbi Philipson 
recommended that the trial sermon be abol- 
ished except in the case of the rabbinical 
tyro about to take his first charge; recom- 
mended that rabbis should be engaged for 
an indeterminate term instead of for a fixed 
period, and that either the congregation or 
rabbi should have the privilege of terminat- 
ing the engagement on six months’ notice; 
that the rabbi should be an honorary mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of his congre- 
gation with the privilege of attending the 
board meetings, and that there should be 
no change of the ritual by either the rabbi 


of the other.

UNION TRACTION MEN CONFER. 


Confident of Instructions from Judge 
That 99 Year Act Is Valid—Propo- 
sition for City Railway. 


Confident that they will receive instruc- 
tions favorable from Judge Grosecup that 
the ninety-nine year act is valid, attorneys 
for the Union Traction company yesterday 
began drafting a supplementary argument. 
Attorney Joseph 8. Auerbach returned from 
New York and spent the afternoon and even- 
ing with General Counsel Gurley and Re- 
ceivers R. R. Govin and M. E. Sampsell. 

Attorneys Edwin Burritt Smith and John 
O. Mathis, special counsel for the city, have 
practically completed the draft of a tenta- 
tive ordinance which will be submittted to 
the Chicago City railway company. The 
compensation clause has been left blank, 
and this feature will be thrashed out in a 
public session of the city council's local 
transportation. committee or on the floor of 
the council. 

The ordinance, with all figures submitted 
by the railway company as to the amount 
necessary to rehabilitate the system, annual 
fixed qharges, and a proper return on stock, 
will be submitted to the full committee. 
The company inclines to insist that it can- 
not pay more than 5 or 6 per cent annually 
as compensation. The aldermanic subcom- 
mittee wants 12 to 20 per cent. 


SHIP TRUST RECEIVER NAMED. 


Former Senator James Smith Jr. Ap- 
pointed to Take Charge of All 
Company’s Property. 


New York, July 1.—[Special.)—Former 
United States Senator James Smith Jr. today 
was named receiver for the United States 
Shipbuilding company, which yesterday was 
declared insolvent by Judge Kirkpatrick in 
the United States court. His bond was fixed 
at $100,000. 

In his decree Judge Kirkpatrick orders 
that all the lands, tenements, and heradita- 
ments of the defendant and of all its real 
and personal property, business, shares of 
stock, rights, assets, and effects, of whatso- 
ever kind and nature, and wheresoever the 
same may be, shall be turned over imme- 
diately. 

The final paragraph orders that all cred- 
itors and others be restrained from institut- 
ing or prosecuting sults at law or in equity 
without leave of the court.

READY TO ACT ON 
TUNNEL GRANT. 


Council Committee Meets To- 
day to Take Up Question 
of Larger Conduits. 


MERIT BOARD WHETS AX. | 


Sanitary Inspection Employes 
Who Refuse to Testify Likely 
to Be Removed. 


The amendatory ordinance by which the 
Illinois Telephone and Telegraph company 
seeks the right to construct larger tunnels 
will be laid before the local transportation 
committee of the city council at a special 
meeting this morning. If recommended, it 
will be reported to the council Monday night, 
to come up for final action a week later. 

Ald. Minwegen and a number of other 
members of the council are not satisfied with 
the measure, even though assurance is given 
by Corporation Counsel Tolman that iron- 
clad clauses now prohibit the company from 
turning over its property to any other cor- 
poration—such as the Chicago Telephone. 
company—except with the consent of the 
council and the city authorities. 

By this ordinance,’’ said a north side 
alderman last night, the company practi- 
cally preémpte all the space under Chicago's 
streets at a depth of thirty-four feet from 
the street level. It seems to me that the 
company should pay a larger compensation 
to the city than the average of 7 per cent 
on gross receipts now provided. The city 
must have an ironclad right to determine 
just what public service corporations shell 
lease space in these tunnele and just what 
rent shall be paid. I shail see that the ordi- 
nance on this point is absolutely positive.” 


Copies of Ordinance Printed. 

Printed copies of the redrafted ordinance 
were sent to all members of the local trans- 
portation committee last night. Corporation 
Counsel Tolman holds that all “ legal ob- 
jections raised by his department have 
been removed, but asserts that there are 
questions of policy involved which should 
be seriously considered. 

Ald. Eidmann contends that the city is 
left in the best possible position by the terms 
of the pending measure. The company, he 
points out, is allowed to construct fourteen 
foot tunnels in an underground loop around 
the business district; it can carry freight 
or merchandise as well as conduct a tele- 
phone business; and it may construct large 
tunnels a half mile apart outside this down- 
town district. In favor of the city, he argues, 
are the points that the company waives all, 
rights under its ordinance of 1899 to put 
up overhead wires; the city is allowed to put 
wires in any of its tunnels free; the city may 
buy the entire system at the end of twenty 
years at an appraised value; the company's 
bond is set at $100,000; compensation is in- 
creased to an average of 7 per cent annually 
on gross receipts over that rate first pro- 
posed; in case the tunnels conflict with sub- 
ways in the downtown districts they are to 
be removed. 

There are fourteen sectione in the re- 
drafted ordinance. The first authorizes tne 
company to construct and operate in tunnels 

onstructed under the ordinance of Feb. 20, 

„any appliances for the transmission 
of newspapers, mail matter, or parcels. The 
next section limits trunk tunnels to 12% feet 
by 14 and all must be at least 34 feet below 
the street surface. Trunk tunnels are to be 
built only on permits approved by the mayor 
or the city council. The right to lease space 
to other companies is to be under the abso- 
lute regulation of the council, the city au- 
thorities to regulate rents. Detailed an- 
nual reports are to be submitted to the coun- 
cil, 

Opinion on the Phone Ordinance. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Fyffe last 
evening gave to Mr. Tolman a statement of 
the conditions from a legal standpoint ef 
the ordinance of the United Telegraph and 
Telephone company,. which was recom- 
mended by the committee on gas, oil, and 
electric lights. The report was an informal 
one for the information of the corporation 
counsel, who said last evening he had not 
yet had time to examine it. The under- 
standing is, however, that it is a hard blow 
to the franchise the Hyde Park Telephone 
company is asking. The prediction is that 
the committee will use this opinion as an 
excuse for dropping the whole matter, hold- 
ing that the ordinance as drafted was me 
what it recommended. 

Merit Board to Assert Powers. 

Several heads in the sanitary inspection 
bureau of the health department are in dan- 
ger as a result of the employés’ defiance of 
the power of the civil service commission to

What promises to be a merry row has 
broken out in the local democratic ranks. 
The objection of the democratic machine 
to the reappointment of William Walsh as 
jury commissioner took such form yester- 
day that threats were made that formal 
charges would be filed against him at the 
meeting of the Circuit court judges today, 
and the selection of James Pugh, a member 
of the democratic committee, insisted on.

Judge 
Dunne's reported ambition interferes with 
these plans.

QUITS THELEVEE CRUSADE 


ATTQRNEY BEHAN RESIGNS AND 
DISCLOSES DISSENSION. 


Citizens’ Vigilance Committee Disa- 
grees Over Employment of Louis P. 
Levin as Its Detective and on Other 
Matters—His Action in Accepting a 
Retainer from Police Captain 
O’Brien Criticised by His Colleagues, 

„ Whe Will Accept Resignation. 


The citizens’ vigilance committee of the 
First and Second wards, organized to banish 
disorderly places from the territory east 
of State street and between Sixteenth and 
Twenty-sixth, is disturbed by internal 
‘troubles. These dissensions resulted yes- 
terday in the resignation of Louis J. Behan, 
attorney for the organization and manager 
of its crusade. The resignation, following 
so closely on the indictment of 104 residents 
of the district, created surprise. 

Mr. Behan in a long letter to the other 
members of the committee recited his griev- 
ances, chief of which is the employment 
as detective by the committee of Louis P. 
Levin. Behan says he has no confidence 
in the work of Levin and refuses to be iden- 
tiſled with any crusade in which the de- 
tective figures. Members of the committee 
intimated last evening that their confidence 
in Levin was unshaken, and that Behan's 
resignation will be-accepted promptly at a 
meeting this noon. 


In Trouble Several Days. 


After the resignation of the attorney was 
made public evidence of trouble of several 
days’ standing was developed. It is said 
that the action of Behan in becoming attor- 
ney for Capt. O’Brien of the Cottage Grove 
avenue police, while the latter was under 
fire, and the impression based on this that 
the committee was supporting O’Brien, was 
displeasing to several of the members. Oth- 
ers of the committee are said to have fa- 
vored the “ dragnet” policy of Levin, as 
against the more conservative policy of 


Behan.

INSISTS ON PASTEURIZED MILK. 


| Nathan Straus Says That Is the Only 
Treatment Which Makes the Fluid 
Safe for Babies. 


The new milk ordinance should be supple- 
mented with pasteurized milk, according to 
Nathan Straus. He met the milk commis- 
sion at the Annex yesterday, where he 
further expressed his views on the necessity 
of pure food for infants. 

“The new milk ordinance is an excellent 
thing.“ said Mr. Straus, but more than 
ever in this sweltering heat is apparent the 
need for the distribution of pasteurized milk 
nothing but pasteurized milk if the lives 
of the babies are to be saved. Pure milk 
is not enough for the children. In fact, it 
cannot be told whether it is pure, but when 
pasteurized there is no danger of infection.” 

Mr. Straus also suggested that the milk 
commission take up the distribution of ice 
from its stations during the hot months. 

G. A. King, a senior student of Rush Med- 
ical college, will be in charge of the pasteur- 
izing plant at the Thomas Hoyne school 
building. The boiler that will furnish the 
heat was installed yesterday and the cooling 
vats will be ready today.

STIMULATED IMMIGRATION: 

During the nine months ending March 
Bl last 123,234 men, women, aud children 
came from Austria-Hungary to the United 


States. The number was 18,150 in excess 


of arrivals for the corresponding months of 
1001-02. The increase is due to the activ- 
' ity of the local emigration agents working 
for steamship lines, and pefhaps for some 
American railroads. In many instances 
the emfgration agents are village officials. 
Representations made by them to ignorant 
country people that they will better their 
condition greatly by going to the United 
States carry much weight. There may be 
some who will take the advice as a com- 
mand. . It is asserted by an agent of the 


3 treasury department, who has been studying 


the situation on the ground, that the village 
authorities encourage emigration even 
when they are not in the employ of the 
“transportation companies. It is said they 
„do this because it brings money into the 
country. The earning power of the emi- 
grant is greater in America than it is at 
Some send considerable sums to 
-peedy relatives. Others make gifts to the 
churches and the clergy. Others, looking 
forward to a return to the old country, send 
over their surplus earnings to be deposited 
in local savings banks. The land owners 
of Austria-Hungary are sufferers by the loss 
of farm labor, and endeavor, but in vain, to 


etop the exodus. 


Some of the immigrants now coming from 
Austria-Hungary are undesirable acquisi- 
tions, who would be unable to enter the 


7 country if it were not that they are carefully 


' tutored by the agents who induce them to 
come here. The inspectors at American 


ports are reasonably vigilant, but they are

of departure. Competent inspectors with 
headquarters at Vienna and Buda-Pesth 


will be able to get more trustworthy infor- | 


mation about immigrants than can be had at 
‘Bilis island. 


TEACH YOUR BOY TO SWIM. 

The public bathing beaches were opened 
yesterday. There are three of them—all 
on the lake. The public baths which used 
to be situated at Twelfth street and the 
river and at Fiftieth street and the lake 
will probably not be in use this year. The 
three baths which will be open are at Oak- 

Gale avenue, Twenty-sixth street, and Sev- 
emty-ninth street. 
At each of these places there are acres of 
shallow water where those who do not know 
how. to swim can learn. The beaches slope 


gradually and safely. Admittance to the 


water costs nothing, and suitable bathing 

garments are furnished free. The city em- 

ploys expert watermen and swimmers, who 
watch the bathers and keep them from get- 

ting into danger. 8

Abrough their after lives look back on the 


old swimming hole as the pleasantest place 


in all the world. The bathing beach of the. 


city is not so-good as that swimming bole, 


but it is much better than nothing. If the 


boy spends a good part of his summer vaca- 
tion in swimming he will be a happier boy 
now and a better man in the future. 


GARROTING CHICAGO. 

The average citizen does not realize the 
extent to which public service corpora- 
tions in Chicago have expanded their spe- 
cial privileges. By the consolidation of 
franchises and the manipulation of ordi- 
nances and permits these encroaching cor- 
porations have been enabled to clutch the 
city by the throat and to squeeze it until 
they seem almost to hold it at their mercy. 

The city administration has been sound- 
ing the hewgag and the tomtom in front 
of the traction companies’ premises. Mean- 
while other corporations performing pub- 
lic. services have been doing business at 
the old stand and have partly undermined 
the foundations of municipal security. 

The Chicago Edison company and the 
Chicago Telephone company of late years 
have had things pretty much their own 
way. While John Barrett was city elec- 


‘trician there was constant warfare be- 


tween the electric companies and the city 
hall. Of late years the note of discord 
has not sounded. 4 ; 

The clamor for an extension of the city 
electric lighting system has been sudden- 
ly hushed. So far from going o 
the work of municipal extension 


That company blazed the way in whic 
the Chicago Telephone company is trying 
to follow. Unquestionably the example of 
the one endouraged the other to believe 
that it could obtain a long term franchise 
by absorbing a Hyde Park company. io 
Commonwealth Electric company, which is 
practically owned by the Edison company, 
has a franchise covering the whole city 
granted in 1897 for a term of fifty years, 

The Edison company was given a fran- 
chise for twenty-five years which expires 
in 1912. Its ordinance covers only the old 
city, so the users of electric light in Hyde 
Park and Lake pay their bills to the Com- 
monwealth company. It pays to the city 
3 per cent of its gross receipts now, but 


the Edison company pays nothing. The 


city government, instead of seeking to make 
it pay something, has decreed that owners 
of private plants who wish to sell light 
to their neighbors shall pay a compensa- 
tion of 10 per cent to the municipa 
cases where such compensation 
originally provided for the authori 
to dragoon private owners into payi 


ing and others in the same business are 
required to pay 10 per cent or a little less 
sometimes to the city, competition in the 
business of furnishing electric light or pow- 
er is manifestly impossible. 

The Edison company has absorbed one 
after another of the small companies formed 
to sell electricity and no new concerns can 
be started because the Edison company 
benefits through: discrimination exercised 
in its behalf and against all competitors. 
It enjoys favors calculated to promote 
aud confirm its monopoly. 


WHAT AILS BREATHITT COUNTY! 
One-third of the white voters of Breath- 
itt county, Ky., are unable to read or write. 


That county has always had a deficit in its 


account with the state. Out of fifty-one fel- 
ony cases on the docket at a single term of 
court there was not one conviction. There 
have been some convictions since the pres- 
ent governor went into office, but he has 
granted pardons in twenty-eight cases. 
These statistics apply to the white popula- 
tion of Breathitt county. It must be a 
paradise for whatever negroes may be there. 


No lynchings ever are reported from Breath- | 


itt county. The whites are too busy set- 
tling their own grudges and enmities to 
pay any attention to negroes. 

That Breathitt county is “the dark and 
bloody ground of Kentucky is not strange.

THAT NETWORK OF TUNNELS. 

From the Chicago Evening News: 

No one is likely to feel surprise at the 
information conveyed by the corporation 
counsel to the effect that the tunnels of 
the Illinois Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany were constructed as an exhibition of 
pure nerve by the promoters of that more 
or less mysterious enterprise. The fran- 
chise of the company permitted mere con- 
duits. Therefore, with the kind permission 


of the city engineer, the company proceeded 


to build tunnels 6x7% feet under many of 
the streets of the downtown district. It 
also began to construct a tunnel 12%x14 
feet in size under State street, but this was 
too much for the authorities to stand. Now 
the company is seeking authority for this 
and other large tunnels and also for the 
smaller tunnels which it has built already. 

The Daily News believes that this extraor- 
-dinary company is likely to prove a dan- 
gerous nuisance to the city. Its telephone 
service, based upon a thirty year franchise, 
is not wanted for the good reasons already 
given for the defeat of the United company’s 
ordinance. The service of freight convey- 
ance which it seeks to establish by all means 
should be reserved as a feature of the mu- 
nicipal subway system’ which Chicago must 
have for its street, railways within a few 
more years. It is.evident that the tunnels 
of thic impudent interloper are a menace to 
the success of downtown subways. The 
foolish plan of granting tunnel rights to the 
company on condition that it agree to re- 
move its tunnels in case they should prove 
to be a bar to subways should not be ac- 
cepted. Why run risks of this sort? Why 
grant dangerous rights to this ridiculous 
company? Chicago owes it nothing. Its 
franchise is a menace to the city. Its work 
has been done largely by stealth with- 
out proper authority from the ctl. 

The IHinois Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany has certain rights under its franchise. 
Already it has greatly exceeded its rights. 
Chicago is the aggrieved party, not the In-

last week. I mention this because 
several of the cable dispatches, in recording 
the appearance of the young American born 
countess at court, describe her as having 
been thus welcomed by royalty, the corre- 
spondents sending them being evidently un- 
aware that all the official kissing at the 
drawing rooms and courts held at Bucking- 
ham. palace has been abolished. 

Until the accession of King Edward, it is 
true, all women and young girls passing be- 
fore the sovereign were required to go 
through the motion of kissing her hand, 
which was extended for the purpose, and if 
they happened to be presented for the first 
time as the daughter or the bride of a peer, 
or as the wife of the eldest son of an earl, a 
marquis, or a duke, the sovereign would 
‘bend forward and lightly kiss the cheek of 
the courtesying presentee. 

Since Edward VII. has been on the throne, 
however, ceremonial kissing at drawing 
rooms has been abandoned, and all that is 
required of those who pass before the king 
and queen are two deep courtesies, the first 
and most profound to the king, and the sec- 
ond only slightly less deep to his consort. 
The abolition of the hand kissing on such oc- 
casions as these, of course, dispenses with 
the necessity of women removing the glove 
from their right hand before entering the 
| throneroom.

Lord Bagot, who is marrying Miss May of 
Baltimore, as befits a peer whose Stafford- 
shire estates were, according to the Domes- 
day book, in the possession of his family in 
Saxon times prior to the Norman conquest, 
keeps up many old fashioned customs at 
Blithfield hall, which is his principal coun- 
try seat. There is, of course, the Yule 
log on Christmas eve, and on Christmas day, 
after dinner, toast and ale is served with 
quaint ceremony—to the women in antiquat- 
ed toast glasses, and to the men in the huge 
silver loving cup which has been used for the 
purpose for hundreds of years. While this is 
going on Lord Bagot’s celebrated band of 
handbell ringers plays old Christmas tunes 
and melodies. So great is their skill that on 
one occasion when the late Sir Arthur 
Sullivan was spending Christmas at Blith- 
field he insisted on composing a special piece 
for them. 

Another Blithfield Christmas custom is 
that of hunting on Boxing day, or if the 
weather is too bad for hunting, then Lord 
Bagot takes his guests out shooting in- 
stead, just as Farmer Wardle took the 
immortal Pickwick and his companions 
out gunning on Boxing day, when they were 
spending Christmas as his guests at Dingley 
Dell. | 

Lord Bagot, a great antiquarian in his 
way, is a perfect mine of antiquarian in- 
formation, which, after all, is not surpris- 
ing when it is borne in mind that Blithfield 
hall is as rich in old masters and of anal- 
ogous as many a museum. 

In response to a letter which reaches me 
from Chicago, I may say that Capt. Dudley 
de Chair, R. N., the new naval attaché of 
the British embassy at Washington, and 
who, with his bride of two months, has a 
cottage for the summer at Newport, is iden- 
tical with the young Canadian born midship- 
man whose adventures at the time of the 
bombardment of Alexandria read almost 
like one of Henty’s novels and excited a good 
deal of Interest at the time on both sides of 
the Atlantic. 

He had been sent by Admiral Lord Al- 
cestor—the “‘ Swell of the Ocean.“ as he was 
called—to convey dispatches from Ras-el 
Teen to the outposts at Ramleh. Losing his 
way, he was taken prisoner and brought be- 
fore Arabi Pasha, the insurgent chief, who 
sent him off under strong escort to Cairo, 

As it had been intimated there that the 
prisoner was no less a personage than Lord 
Alcester himeelf, his arrival in the capital 
was hailed by thousands of natives yelling 
that the English had been defeated. When 
he alighted from the train, and it was real- 
ized that his extremely boyish appearance 
precluded him from being passed off as the 
British commander in chief, he was declared 
to be the latter’s son, and was then paraded 
through the streets on public exhibition as 
a type of the foe. Afterwards he was lodged 
in a palace belonging to one of the junior 
princes of the khedivial family, and was 
treated with the utmost cone ideration during 
his five weeks of captivity that ensued, 
Arabi Pasha being particularly anxious to 
show his magnanimity. and also to please 
old Ferdinand de Lesseps, whose good will 
he was anxious to retain, and who had in- 
terested himself in the lad’s behalf. 

Indeed, it was through the efforts of De 
Lesseps that the middy was finally released 
and sent back to Alexandria before Arabi’s 
final overthrow by Lord Wolseley at the bat- 
tle of Tel-el-Kebir. Capt. de Chair, who is 
a nephew of that grand old admiral, Sir Harry 
Rawson, now governor of New South Wales, 
married last spring a Miss Enid Struben, 
daughter of one of the leading men in south 
Africa. Her mother belongs to that well 
known Irish family, the Coles of Enniskillen. 


Lord Stanley Alderley’s membership of the 
Mohammedan faith was once more brought 
into public notice the other day during the 
course of the hearing in the Court of Appeal 
in London of a suit for damages brought 
against a Ceylon newspaper by Cecil le 
Mesurier, a former member of the govern- 
ment service in Ceylon, where he held the 
post of magistrate. Le Mesurier, who is a 
man of excellent family, is likewise a con- 
vert to Islam. But it is not true that he was 
deprived of his post in consequence of his 
becoming a follower of the prophet, his dis- 
missalbeingdue tothe fact that he had taken 
advantage of his conversion to marry Miss 
Alice Rivett-Carnac according to Moslem 
rites—Miss Rivett-Carnac being of good birth 
and like himself an English convert to Mo- 
hammedanism—before he had secured from 
the British courts of divorce a @issolution 
of his first marriage, which, while stilt a 
Christian, he had contracted in England ac- 
cording to British law. 

The Mohammedan Lord Stanley of Alder- 
ley is a brother of the Roman Catholic Bish- 
op Stanley of Westminster, who, during the 
many years that he spent at Rome as a do- 
meste prelate of the pope. acted as corre- 
spondent of the London Times in the vati- 
can. Another brother, and the heir to the 
peerage, is the Hon. Lyulph Stanley, M. P., 
while Lady Jeune is one of Lord Staniley’s 
sisters-in-law. 

Lord Stanley, who was formerly in the dip- 
lomatic service, and at one time private sec- 
retary to the late Lord Palmerston, is the 
patron of no less than four Church of Eng- 
land livings. That is to say, he possesses by 
right of descent the prerogative of selecting 


the rectors of four large and populous par- 


ishes, and is thus, although a professed Mo- 
hammedan, responsible for the spiritual wel- 
fare of the many hundreds of. members of the 
2 of England who belong to those par- 
shes. 

If he were a Roman Catholic he would 
ipso facto and by the terms of the law of 
the land be deprived of the patronage, that 
is to say, of the right of appointing the rec- 
tors of these four parishes. But, thanks to 
the ancient statutes of the early days of the 
reformation which still remain in force, Mo- 
hammedans, Buddhists, Jews, and professed 
atheists are regarded as better qualified to 
undertake the responsibility for the spiritual 
welfare of members of the Church of Eng- 
land than are Roman Catholes. 

While on thie subject I may&mention that 
the present earl of Mexborough isa professed 
Buddhist. There are, indeed, a far larger 
number of white people of birth and social 
Standing who belong to that religion than is. 
realized. by the public, and I have just re- 
ceived. an account, from Japan of the burial 
there according to full Buddhist rites of the 
Marquis Nembrini de Gonzaga, a scion of the 
famous house of ‘Gonzaga, which in days 
gone by exercised sovereign eway in Italy.

Schumacher Victim Will Pros- 


ecute Man Who Signed a 
Worthless Mortgage. 


Blind Depositor Who Lost 
All His Savings.

‘There ig a possibility that one of the men 


| who is said to have been a tool of the late 


banker, Charles C. Schumacher, will have to 
face proceedings on a criminal charge. 

Among the irregular practices of the bank- 
er was that of negotiating trust deed mort- 
gages on property to which the mortgagor 
nad no title. One of those whois said to have 
aliowed bis name to be used for this purpose 
is Fred Nussbaumer, 18 South Desplaines 
street. Mortgages which he signed have 
fallen into the hands of a man who has in- 
structed bis attorney to bring action against 
Nussbaumer unless the amount is made good 
at once. 

Mrs. Fredericka Voss, a widow living on 
Nineteenth street, near Wood street, pur- 
chased a note for $1.200 from Schumacher, 
signed by Nussbaumer. The note was se- 
cured by trust deed on certain bots in Har- 
lem, to which, it is alleged, Nussbaumer 
never had a title. Although Mrs. Voss was 
told she was secured by a first mortgage; a 
previous mortgage existed on the property 

at the time she bought the note. 


. Deprived of Her Security. 
Then, to make it possible to write a third 
mortgage, which Schumacher desired to 
place on the property later, he, as trustee, 
Mrs. Voss’ trust deed, leaving her 

without any security, good or bad. 

im another case Nussbaumer, acting, it is 
*gaid, on Schumacher’s advice, gave another 
mortgage on property in Harlem which al- 


reudy was incumbered by three legitimate 


mortgages. 
Recent developments indicate that not only 
did Schumacher victimize his closest friends 
by selling them worthless securities, but he 
persuaded many of them to execute mort- 
‘gages such as those for which Nussbaumer 
is held to be responsible. 

Two others, whose names have not been 
mentioned in connection with the Schu- 


'  gacher case, but who are said to have been 
_ ; identified with the banker in many of the 


transactions, probably will be called to ac- 


count for their actions, and arrests are ex- 


pected.

The late John Gray was its proprietor. My 
father obtained two ox teams to take his 
family to the prairies.

MRS. F. J. MULLEN MOVES. 


Hand Organs Grind Out Discordant 
Notes, a Phonograph and a Zither 
Add to the Din, and the Chlidren

Feud of Long Standing Ends When 
Unpopular Woman Leaves Califor- 
nia Avenue Neighborhood.

When a moving van drove up to the front 
door of Mrs. F. J. Mullen's residence at 716 
South California avenue yesterday afternoon 
Mrs. J. Reichel, who lives on the second 
floor, rushed up to the third floor to tell Dr: 
Mulcup about it, and then, before the driver 
had climbed from his seat, Mrs. Reichel 
had slipped out of the back door to see anoth- 
er neighbor on the south and the doctor 
had gone to a neighbor's house on the north. 

A few minutes later every one in the neigh- 
borhood knew that Mrs. Mullen, after twelve 
years of warfare with her neighbors, was 
going to move. Arrangements were made at 
once towpeed the parting. Residents of the 
neighborhood rushed hither and thither on 
mysterious missions, and a quarter of an 
hour later two Italians, armed with a bat- 
tery of street pianos, arrived from different 
directions and took up a position at the side 
of the van.

FIGHT ONRICH MAN'S WILL 


HEIRS SAY YOUNG WOMAN INFLU- 
ENCED JONATHAN CLARK. 


— 


Miss Caroline Patterson Accused of 
Threatening the Millionaire Con- 
tractor and Thereby Securing a 
Large Part of His Property—Court 
Will Be Asked to Remove Her as 
Trustee of the Estate and Require 
Her to Give an Accounting. 


Charging undue influence on the part ofa 
young woman who acted as his confidential 
secretary, heirs of Jonathan Clark, the mil- 
lionaire contractor, have brought suit in the 
Circuit court to set aside his will. Clark died 
in February, 1002, leaving an estate valued 
at $2,000,000. 

The young woman in the case is Caroline 
Patterson of Oak Park. She formerly was 
a school teacher, living with her mother, 
and met Clark in 1880in Lake Geneva, Wis. 
When Clark returned to Chicago it is alleged 
that Miss Patterson followed him and took 
up her abode within a few blocks of the Clark 
residence, 205 Peoria street. 

About that time, it is said, Miss Patterson 
became the contractor’s secretary, a posi- 
tion she held until his death, and she is ac- 
cused of, influencing her employer to such 
extent as to secure from him money and 
property amounting to $350,000. The heirs 
in another suit ask that she be required to 
give an accounting of this property. 


Accused of Threatening Clark. 
About 1891 it is charged that a son was 


born to Miss Patterson and that the fact was 


kept a secret from all her friends and ac- 
quaintances. By means of threats in ref- 
erence to the child, it is averred that Miss 
Patterson obtained mastery over the will 
of Clark, and induced him to purchase for 
her benefit the premises where she resides, 
106 Holly court, Oak Park. 

Through the use of similar threats Miss 
Patterson is also alleged to have induced 
Clark to acquire for her benefit a lease for 
ninety-nine years of the real estate and 
premises at 2132 and 2134 Michigan avenue, 
and to transfer to her all his right to a 
leasehold and his interest in a building at 
1617 Wabash avenue. 

With the exception of $3,000 or $4,000 a 
year, which Clark expended for his own use, 
it is alleged that Miss Patterson appro- 
priated, from 1891 to 1902, his entire income 
amounting to from $50,000 to $60,000 a year. 


Provisions of the Will. 


Clark's will provide for the payment of 
$3,000 a year to his widow and children and 
$600 a year to his grandchildren. Miss Pat- 
terson was given an annuity of $600. At 
the end of twenty years from the death of the 
last survivor of Clark’s widow and children 
all of the property remaining shall be di- 
vided equally, one-half to be given to all of 
his descendants then living and the other 
half in equal shares to the Old People’s Home 
of Chicago, the Foundlings home, and the 
Illinois Manual Training school farm. 

In a codicil to the will Clark provided that 
in the event of the death of Caroline Patter- 
son her annuity should be paid to Edgar C. 
Patterson, referred to as her adopted 
child.“ 

Miss Patterson was named one of the trus- 
tees under the will, and a suit to have her 
removed and to require her to make an ac- 
counting was filed by George T. Clark, an- 
other executor and trustee and son of 
Clark. The bill to secure a decree declaring 
the will void was filed by Eunice M. Smith 
and Fred W. Clark of Chicago, Emaretta M. 
Kaufman of Parkersberg, Ia., and Jonathan 
Yates Clark of Fruitland Park, Fla., all of 
them children of Jonathan Clark. . 

It is also asked that the Oak Park Trust 
and Savings bank and the First National 
bank report to the court what amounts they 
have on deposit to the credit of Miss Pat- 
terson. The appointment of a receiver to 
take charge of the property alleged to be 
held by Miss Patterson is also a part of the

THE ROMAN ROAD. 
Two Novelettes and a 
“ Zack.” 

None among contemporary writers has 
called forth more diverse criticism than 
Zack.“ who is Gwendoline Keats in pri- 
vate life. Her work has evoked general 
comment, now favorable and often scath- 
ingly condemnatory. In her own England 
she has a field of her own as a mistress of 
the short story in all its perfection of tech- 
nique, and American readers are slowly 
falling under the spell of her unique style. 
Mentally she is distinctly analytic in tenden- 
cy, and while her view of life and people 
may be anything but cheerful, she is sin- 
cere, if satirical, and devoted to art in the 
best sense of the word. 

Her latest book comprises two novelettes 
and a short story, and takes its name from 
the first novelette, which is THE ROMAN 
ROAD (Charles Scribner’s Sons). The 
first story is a minute analysis of morbid 
character, detailing the complexities in the 
lives of a British mother with two sons. 
The elder, who is illegitimate, is clever, 
worldly, and handsome, while the other chap 
is all that is weak and undesirable. Both 
men drift into love of an Australian cousin 
and tragedy and comedy alternately flit 
across the page. Without being at all pleas- 
ant, it is a piece of surpassing skill, clear 
and concise, a marvel of compression. 

Quite as significant is the second story, 
»The Balance.“ There are two men and a 
woman, the latter of small import. One 
man is a big, dumb, honest creature, clean 
of mind and slow of thought. His foil 1s 
brilliant, decadent, unusual, unmoral, yet 
not unlovable. While the first follows the 
girl about in dog like adoration, the artist, 
swept by passion, struggles against his love 
for her and the tale concludes in bitter un- 
happiness. 

The short story is below the average of 
the author’s work. It describes some un- 
ratural children, who were unkind and 
ignorant of the true spirit of childish com- 
radeship. 

Zack's writings are freely sprinkled with 
epigram and occasional passages sparkle 
with all the scintillance of a diamond. She 
is always spontaneous, seemingly dashing 
ahead with no thought of constructive difi- 
culties such as beset ordinary mortals. 
There is nothing forced — — dialogue. 

These things are not ordinary: 

“That woman reminds me of a locked Box 
with nothing inside but a cobweb.” 

* Silence. will have nothing to do with bad 
company, but loves all that is beautiful.“

E. Phillips Oppenheim is one of those facile 
writers who can rapidly turn off entertain- 
ing fiction to suit a variety of tastes. Only 
a short time ago he appeared before the 
public as the author of a Zenda story, of 
no vast merit, but certainly an agreable aid 
to the reader in passing @ dull afternoon. 
Perhaps his most valuable possession is a 
vivid and fertile imagination which works 
best under the stimulus of a hint from some 
one who has achieved popularity. He is not 
without some insight into human character, 
and his tales give evidence of a journalistic

1 2 Oppenheim's latest production is A 
PRINCE OF SINNERS” (Little, Brown & 
Co.), a story of English society and genu- 
inely altruistic work in London slums. 
Kingston Brooks, a highly prepossessing 
young barrister, is a hero of no mean pre- 
tensions, whose motives transcend all world- 
ly considerations. Rather than accept the 
gratuities of his father, Lord Arramore, who 
is in all verity the king of sinners, he chooses 
to work out his own career on lines of thor- 
ough originality, and how he proceeds makes 
interesting reading. 

There is a double heart interest. Kings- 
ton’s refusal to acknowledge his parentage 
debars him from the hand of the high born 
woman whom he fancies he loves, and all the 
while he is ineenstble to the great love of 
his assistant in the noble reform project he 
has founded. In the end matters adjust 
themselves satisfactorily. 

Like all of the author’s work, the romance 
is ingeniously constructed, the successive 
incidents following one after the other in 
natural sequence, and the tale is reeled off 
smoothly in entertaining fashion. 8

TREES, SHRUBS, AND VINES. 
An Interesting Nature Book by H. B. 
Parkhurst. 

“TREES, SHRUBS, AND VINBDS” 
(Charles Scribner’s Sons), by H. E. Park- 
hurst, is a botanical work which is intended 
for those especially who have never studied 
the subject of plant life. Mr. Parkhurst isan 
ornithologist who is best known as the author 
ot How to Name the Birds.“ It is but a 
step from birds to trees. The trees, shrubs, 
and vines of the northeastern United States 
together with their characteristic landscape 
features are fully described in the work, so 
that identification by the nonbotanical read- 
ers is a matter of easy accomplishment. 

Mr. Parkhurst has given a complete list 
and a description of every tree, shrub, and 
vine in Central park, New York, “ for the or- 
namental growth here is of so representative 
a character as to comprise most of the spe- 
cies cultivated anywhere in the northeastern 
states.“ Four walks in the park were se- 
lected, by the author, each one forming a 
separate chapter, to present the different 
trees. Shrubs and vines are treated together 
in a chapter following the four rambles. 

In addition to the native trees, shrubs and 
vines, Mr. Parkhurst gives an account of 
those which have been brought from for- 
eign lands and are cultivated in Central 
park. The book is excellently arranged. 
The text of the narrative part is devoid of 
all scientific terms, being told in the fa- 
millar style which appeals to the unscientific 
mind. A glossary is appended which ex-

Wheat bulls have considered the inflation 
of prices at St. Louis a menace to long bold- 
ings in this market, but when the collapse 
there came it caught a good many holders 
here unprepared for it. The break of 4% in 
July there and 2%c in September carried July 
down to the July price here after having been 
at 4c premium, and the September price to 
%c discount. The break here was 1\c on 
July and %c on September, but there was 


evidently a strong impression the break had 


not been sufficient, as September wheat sold 
5% lower on the curb to 780. 

‘The northwest markets were firm and there 
was a good deal of talk from Minneapolis to 
the effect that there had been little rain in 
the Red river valley and insufficient relief. 
But the selling fever was on and in the gen- 
eral anxiety to get out of long wheat there 
was no catching at straws. Concerning the 
conditions in the Red river valley a grain man 
at Pierre, 8. D., wired Knight-Donnelley: 
“There is not a point in North and South 
Dakota, I think, but what shows a large de- 
ficiency of rainfall for the last three or four 
months; at-most places it is less than one-half 
of normal and some places only one-quarter. 
Some fields are now beginning to head only 
six or eight inches tall, and regardless of a 
perfect season from now on it is certain that 
North and South Dakota will raise less wheat 
this year than they did last, and I never saw 
the supplies of cash wheat so thoroughly 
exhausted before. The big premiums paid at 
Minneapolis for cash wheat have called it 
all in, except now and then a little held by 
some prosperous farmer for $1.00a bu. The 
government report for June was: South Da- 
kota, 100; North Dakota, 99; I think the July 
report will be at least 15 points lower for 
South Dakota and 20 points lower for North 
Dakota.”

Receiver Asked for Boxboard. 


The Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper com- 
pany, one of the constituent concerns in 
the United Boxboard and Paper company, 
yesterday applied for a temporary receiver 
for the United company asking for an ac- 
counting and made various declarations 
against the United concern. 

Announcement of these proceedings caused 
a decline in Boxboard preferred from 20 to 
18, while the common declined to 2. The 
trading in the preferred was relatively 
heavy, total sales being 2,741 shares. After 
the early decline the price closed at 20. The 
selling was mostly by Tracy & Co. 

The action of the Oswego company had 
been anticipated for some weeks, and the 
officials of the United Boxboard and Paper 
company were fully aware of the impend- 
ing suit. The Oswego company wanted some 
of the stock it received as part purchase 
price for its plant bought back by the United 
company. In other words it wanted more 
cash and less stock, although the terms of 
exchange had been agreed upon and acted 
upon since the company was organized a 
year ago last May. 


Statement of the Company. 


In anticipation of the probable action of 
the Oswego company, the attorneys for the 
United Boxboard had prepared a statement 
which was issued yesterday. It is asserted 
in this that the Oswego company was ac- 
corded the treatment agreed upon in the 
purchase of its plant. The history of the 
unfortunate promotion of the United — 
board is repeated, and the statement co 
tinues: 

“The Oswego Falls Pulp and Paper com- 
pany; by which action-is commenced, is a 
corporation with a capital stock of $30,000. 
Its property was taken into the United Box- 
board and Paper company upon precisely 
the same terms as that of every other com- 
pany. The Oswego Falls company was one 
of the first to enter the combination. It was 
represented at every step by its president 
and treasurer, who, together, owned at least 
half its stock and controlled its management. 
The Oswego Falls company had the same 
information as every other concern as to 
everything that was done and acquiesced in 
every step taken. It accepted the stock of 
the United Boxboard and Paper company in 
payment for its property and distributed that 
stock among its stockholders, who received 
the stock, voted upon it in favor of the bond 
issue, and at the subsequent annual meet- 
ing in February. These stockholders re- 
ceived their share of cash dividend, which 
was paid, and had there not been a tempo- 
rary suspension of dividends they never 
would have expressed dissatisfaction.” 

The contracts assumed with reference to 
underwriting have been complied with by 
the United Boxboard and Paper company, 
according to the statement of the attorneys. 
It is asserted the suit is not brought in good 
faith and that the United Boxboard and Pa- 
per company attaches no importance to it 
and has not the slightest fear as to its re- 
sult.

arranged. Most of the company rep- 
ae —.— have already approved the plan. 


The classification at the outset will be re- 


stricted to the unprofitable classes, which 
make up about ed per cent of the entire busi- 
ness. 


A convention of the district managers of the 
Illinois Life will be held at Grand Rapids to- 
day and tomorrow, in charge of State na- 
ger Henderson. Vice President R. W. Ste- 
vens will represent the home office. 

Beginning July 1, the Chicago Underwrit- 
ers’ association deducts 33% pef cent from 
the credit for sprinkler protection for ab- 
sence of the automatic valve alarm or the 
telephone watch service.

LAND IN CALUMET DISTRICT. 


Secures Thirty-three Acres from the 
Dickinson Seed Company, the Consid- 
eration Being $217,250, 


— 


The conveyance of thirty-three acres in 
the Calumet district for $217,250 by the Dick- 
inson Seed company to Frederick R. Hazard 
as a part of the proposed $1,500 000 coke plant 
was put on record yesterday. In March, 
1901, the Dickinsons bought from the Amer- 
ican Steel and Wire company a tract of 
sixty-two acres extending from One Hun- 
dred and Tenth street south to One Hundred 
and Twelfth street and from Torrence ave- 
nue east to the river for $160,000. They ac- 
cordingly have nearly half the land left 
and a profit of $77,250. 

A flouring mill and elevator to cost between 
$300, and $350,000 is another industry 
assured this district as the result of the 
purchase of 60,000 square feet in block 8 
by the Star and Crescent Milling company 
for $30.000.
